New York, Sept. 20.—In an interview 
printed in a Wall Street publication, 
Leslie M. Shaw, former secretary of 
the treasury and president of the Car¬ 
negie Trust Company, pointed out the 
country’s great need of a marine, 
scored as a political move the mobili¬ 
zation of American warships In. Paci¬ 
fic waters, and urged conservatism 
along all lines. He said: *'Our equip¬ 
ment In carrying vessels is such as to 
call down upon us the contempt of the 
civ Sized world. 

“A timely Illustration of our inade¬ 
quacy in this regard is the necessity 
of the United States hiring foreign 
vessels to carry coal to the Pacific for 
Its navy. What pray could we do In 
case of war when foreign nations 
would refuse us to use their ships. In 
no sense are we ready for war with 
ony foreign country. We have no large 
lowder supply on hand and what our 
factories can manufacture In thirty 
days, our navy could consume in two. 

“The sending of our fleet to the Pa¬ 
cific Is warranted neither by the de¬ 
mands of commerce nor the preserva¬ 
tion of peace. It la true that our for¬ 
eign commerce in manufactured goods 
has been woefully neglected and other 
nations are about taking from us the 
markets of the world, but sending the 
fleet to the Pacific will In no regard 
tend toward Industrial peace or com¬ 
mercial expansion. 

“Except as a political move to get 
In delegates for presidential candi¬ 
date. the mobilisation of our warships 
in the Pacific has no apparent signifi¬ 
cance.’' 


Edmonton. Sept. 19.—“The question 
of the admission of Oriental peoples 
Into British" Columbia is one which 
must be dealt with by the people of 
British Columbia." said the Rev. Dr. 
Robert Johnston, of Montreal to-day. 
“We must not make in Canada the 
mistake which is made by the North 
In the United States. The ^ North 
thinks that It understands the iiegro 
question, but It does not understand 
1L We, of the East, may think that 
we understand the question which c< n- 
fronts British Columbia but we do not. 
The difficulty is one which must be 
solved by the western province." 

Dr. Johnston was In Vancouver at 
the time of the outbreak there and 
attended the mass meeting which pre¬ 
ceded It. He subsequently conferred 
with many of the most Interested peo¬ 
ple and learned much of the sentiment 
prevailing. 'There Is no doubt that the 
feeling on the coast with reference to 
the question of the admission of the 
Orientals is Intense,” he said, “but I do 
not believe that it Is so Intense or so- 
universal as the newspapers of tho 
province would lead one to suppose." 

“If a mere visitor to the country 
might be permitted to express an 
opinion I would say that In my judg¬ 
ment some other solution than that 
of the rigid exclusion of the Japanese 
must be found. Perhaps a law declar¬ 
ing certain classes of the Oriental peo¬ 
ple undesirable immigrants would aj- 
efst in the solution of the difficulty. 
The world has become so small and the 
means of communication have become 
so easy, that it is difficult for any na¬ 
tion to exclude wholly the peoples of 
any other country. 

"At’ the same time I recognize the 
difficulties with which the present 
question is beset. Ths Orient*! peo¬ 
ples are not readily assimilable and 
they appear to constitute a menace to 
the working classes of the coast prov¬ 
ince. The men whom I saw in the 
parade on that Saturday evening In 
Vancouver were not the riffraff qf 
Vancouver, but they were of the best 
classes of the working people. The 
crowd attending the meeting in the 
city hall and the overflow meeting on 
the street was very large and the in¬ 
terest In the matter very great. The 
outbreak was unquestionably begun by 
the hoodlum element. 

“British Columbia Is the problem of 
Canada. It is isolated by the moun¬ 
tain* and its trade Is naturally with 
the large and important cities of the 
United States. * It has problems which 
are peculiar to Itself and everytning 
In relations to It must be considered 
very calmly and dispassionately by 
the_people of Canada.”

Ottawa. Sept, lft— An order in coun¬ 
cil has been passed establishing “Tlis 
Jasper Forest Park of Canada” aa a 
national park. The new park Is 
bounded aa follows: Commencing 
where parallel of latitude & degrees 3 
min. north Intersects the boundary be¬ 
tween the province of British Colum¬ 
bia and Alberta, thence due east along 
said parallel of latitude 33 miles to the 
base of the foothills, thence In a south¬ 
easterly direction along the foothills 
52 miles, to the height of land be¬ 
tween the tributaries of the Athabasca, 
McLeod and Pembina rivers, and the 
north Saskatchewan and Brazeau riv¬ 
ers, thence southerly following the said 
height of land to a point where It In¬ 
tersects the boundary between the 
province of British Columbia and Al¬ 
berta, thence northerly along the 
boundary to the point of commence¬ 
ment. 


The copper deposits controlled by the 
Leckie syndicate, in the Queen Char¬ 
lotte Islands, are to oe opened up. 

In this property a number of Vic¬ 
toria and Vancouver men are interest¬ 
ed. It comprises a group of three 
claims at Colllson Bay, and Is located 
In the neighborhood of the Ikeda 
mine, which Is being operated by Jap¬ 
anese. This latter mine, It is said. Is 
shipping about 250 tons of ore to the 
Ladysmith smelter every trip of the 
boat. 

The prospective development of the 
Leckie interests has been brought 
about by the investment of Mr. Treth- 
way, the Cobalt millionaire, who has 
purchased a half interest In the pro¬ 
perty. Under the terms of purchase 
Mr, Trethway paid 35,000 in cash, and 
agrees to subscribe $15,000 In three ad¬ 
ditional payments In three, six and 
nine months respectively, and to place 
the mine on a shipping basis. 

Mr. Trethway, a brother of the capi¬ 
talist, 'left for the north this week with 
a party of ten men. and supplies and 
material tp commence work. Work will 
be begun at once on the construction of 
a wharf and the erection of a plant 
necessary for the prosecution of de¬ 
velopment work. 

It Am said that the Tacoma smelter 
has undertaken to handle the ore from 
the Leckie property. The ore being 
self fluxing It will be uae in treating 
refractory ores, the only coat to the 
company being that of mining and 
transportation.

report. This is a usual courtesy ex¬ 
tended to the press, particularly In this 
country where there Is no Hansard, 
and where the newspapers perform 
practically the duties of a Hansard 
staff. To-day. however, no copies 
would be given without the authority 
of the provincial secretary’s depart¬ 
ment. Application to that department 
resulted In the Times being referred 
for authority to Clerk FelL The find 
distinction was drawn that while the 
provincial secretary had control of the 
bound volumes of the acts, the unbound 
bills came within the Jurisdiction of the 
c!erk. As the clerk Is only a sessional 
officer.‘and has no authority, except¬ 
ing during the sesaion. over the print¬ 
ing office, the reasoning of the officers 
of the provincial secretary's depart¬ 
ment is rather hard to follow. 

However, 1$ does not matter, except¬ 
ing as Indicating the extreme nervous¬ 
ness of the government and Its depart¬ 
mental officers, who have hitherto been 
regarded as servants of the public and 
rot creatures of the administration of 
the day. , 

The Times prints the bill above In the 
form in Which it was considered by the 
legislature In Its long and tedious pro¬ 
gress through the House. It never con¬ 
tained the words "shall be unlawful.” 
It always contained the words “shall 
be lawful." If In the dim and misty 
past Hon. Mr. Bowser happened to 
draw up a form of bill which was cor¬ 
rect, it may be useful as a curiosity, 
but It has no particular interest for 
people who are concerned only with 
the wording of the bills which their 
representatives actually present to par- 


Thls mornlng^Hon. W. J. Bowser at¬ 
tempts to escape from the ridiculous 
position in which he has been placed 
through his Immigration Act of last 
session (bill SO), which, while ostensi¬ 
bly framed for the exclusion of Orient¬ 
als. was so worded as to legalize be¬ 
yond all doubt their admission to this 
province. 

The clause which would have exclud¬ 
ed Orientals (section 4) by declaring 
that the Immigration of all who failed 
to write an application In English 
should be unlawful, expressly declared 
that It “shall be lawful." thus com¬ 
pletely reversing the effect of the 
statute. 

To escape from his predicament. Hon. 
Mr. Bowser has this morning publish¬ 
ed In the Colonist what he declares 
was the original copy of the bill as sub¬ 
mitted by him to the King's printer. 

The copy in question is a slightly 
amended form of a bill passed some 
years ago by the legislature, and con¬ 
tains one or two small amendments 
made in pen and Ink, evidently by Mr. 
Bowser.. It explicitly declares the Im¬ 
migration under consideration to be 
“unlawful." 

The publication of this draft is a 
feeble attempt to wriggle from a posi¬ 
tion for which even the legal mind of 
the attorney-general can frame no Jus¬ 
tification. Mr. Bowser may have 
drawn up five hundred of these bills, all 
of them slightly differing in form. 
What the Times has stated and what 
cannot be denied is that the bill when 
first presented to the House contained 
this glaring defect; that It was con¬ 
sidered word by word In committee of 
the whole, as is done with every meas¬ 
ure, the father of the bill always fol¬ 
lowing Its progress section by section; 


that It was reported, In this defective 
and unamended form; and that It final¬ 
ly passed the report stage with Its 
original defect still glaringly In evi¬ 
dence. 

Hon. Mr. Bowser asks the country to 
believe that his bill ran this whole 
gamut, of proof readers, of considera¬ 
tion clause by clause In the House, of 
revision by the law clerk, and of his 
own personal scrutiny, without reveal¬ 
ing a cardinal defect which Is obvious 
to a layman <fii the most cursory ex¬ 
amination. The merest tyro In the 
legislature would not be excused for 
such an oversight. 

The question will naturally be asked: 
"Why did not other members detect 
and point out the errqr?" The simple 
answer Is that the anomaly in the bill 
was seen on Rs first rending by several 
members, but It was then regarded, as 
It still Is, as deliberate. Both sides of 
the House have been disposed to treat 
Mr. Bowser as a Joke, when any oppor¬ 
tunity arose where he could get a fling 
at the Ottawa authorities. Bill 30 was 
regarded by both sides as a piece of 
demagoguery, coined for political effect, 
and there was a general disposition to 
let him make it as absurd as he chose. 

To now attempt to place the blame 
for this abortive bill on the shoulders 
of the printing department Is to tax 
the limits of credulity. Few bills pass 
through the legislature which have not 
to be slightly amended to cover errors, 
technical and clerical, as well as typo¬ 
graphical. Before he asks the public 
to accept his version, Mr. Bowser must 
plead guilty to an Indifference to his 
own legislative children which should 
lead the province to deprive him of any 
future guardianship of statutory off¬ 
spring.

W. Beecher Smith Says Men He Sent to 
This Country Are Well Satisfied. 


About two months ago W. Beecher 
8mlth. secretary of the Lancashire and 
District Young Men’s Emigration Ad¬ 
vice Society, visited Victoria for the pur¬ 
pose of finding out at first hand the con¬ 
dition of the dlstriot from the point of 
view of the Immigrant. While here he 
was so Impressed with the place and the 
prospects that he then stated that he 
would have to thoroughly revise hts lec¬ 
tures on this part of Canada. 

He now writes from England saying 
that during his trip he met nearly fifty of 
the men he had previously sent and he 
found them to he earning double the 
amount that they had earned In England, 
and that the bulk Of the men sent on to 
farms were doing well. On the whole his 
visit was very satisfactory, but the great¬ 
est trouble seems to have been that In 
the Eastern provinces many of tha Eng¬ 
lishmen have n6t been able to adapt 
themselves to the ways of a new country. 

One of Mr. Beecher Smith’s lectures Is 
entitled "British Columbia for British 
Cplonlsts," which describes the country 
from the Rocky Mountains to the Coast. 
Mr. 8mlth spsaks of Vancouver as the 
Liverpool of the Pacific, and Victoria as 
the "Evergreen City of Canada.” • In 
speaking of the tountry generally, he says: 
"Canada is neither a bed of roses nor a 
land of snows, but Just a big country 
with a small population, where hard 
work, sobriety and common sense will 
meet thslr reward.”

Olympia, Sept. 20.—The disorders at 
Bellingham several days ago which re¬ 
sulted In the Intimidation of the Hin¬ 
dus and caused their departure from 
that city, has been brought to the at¬ 
tention of the state department at 
Washington through a note from the 
British ambassador. The ambassador 
slates that he has been informed the 
majority have left Bellingham for Can¬ 
ada. 

Acting Secretary of State A. A. Adee 
wired Governor Mead the substance of 
the ambassador’s note and asked that 
he be advised as to the situation. Upon 
receipt of this telegram the governor 
wired Mayor Black at Bellingham and 
Mayor Newton Jones at Everett to as¬ 
certain conditions In these cities and 
received the following replies, which 
Vore communicated to the state de¬ 
partment at Washington: 

"Bellingham.—Hindus have largely 
left here. No danger of trouble under 
present conditions; no force has ever 
been used. Ordered out of town by a 
crowd of men and boys. Immediately 
swore in officers to protect them and so 
notified the Interpreter. I also caused 
arrest and prosecution of the rioters. 
Press reports greatly exaggerated. 
Hindus are receiving and will receive 
full protection. (Signed) Alfred L. 
Black. Mayor.” 

"Everest—Am In receipt of your tele¬ 
gram and as the Mayor Is out of town 
and cannot be located. I will Mate that 
there are no Indications of any trou¬ 
ble. Have been instructed by the 
Mayor In case of trouble to deputise 
every available man. (Signed) Scott 
Marshall. Chief of Police."

The survey party which has been 
busy collecting data on the Sooke lake 
water shed for the past few weeks, re¬ 
turned to the city last evening after 
completing its work. The task of com¬ 
piling the Information obtained In the 
form of a report has been commenced, 
and It Is quite probable that this re¬ 
port will be In the hands of the city 
council within a couple of weeks. 

Mr. Adams, of San Francisco, who 
is to take up the whole situation and 
advise the council upon what he con¬ 
siders the befit course to pursue. Is ex¬ 
pected to come to Victoria at the 1st of 
October. It Is anticipated that all 
available Information will be ready for 
him when he arrives, and It will, there¬ 
fore, rest with him whetherThe by-law 
Is submitted as .early as the end of 
October. 

No statement could be obtained from 
the city officials to-day respecting the 
survey, but there Is reason to believe 
that It prbved a satisfactory one, as 
regards the availability of the water 
shed As a source of supply for the city. 
The Mayor stated that he could not say 
anything on the matter until a report 
had been furnished to the council and 
a similar reticence was displayed by 
the other officials. 


The recent announcements made by 
the C. P. R. Company respecting the 
projected extension of the company's 
steamship lines and other transporta¬ 
tions facilities In this province will not 
give rise to any wonder among those 
who are acquainted with local trade. 
For the greater part of the summer the 
company’s wharves and sheds have 
been crowded with freight, and an ex- 
tra large staff has been engaged In 
handling the shipping on the local 
steamers. A surprising growth In the 
trade from the Orient, from the weat 
coast, and from the north, and a great¬ 
er growth of trade outward, has been 
noticeable since the beginning of the 
year, according to a G P. R. official. 

The arrival of several hundred tone 
of general merchandise consigned to 
the Mainland on all the steamers ply¬ 
ing between the Orient and Seattle, by 
way of this port, has heavily taxed the 
carrying capabilities of the Vancouver 
steamers. The Charmer, which has 
borne the brunt of the freight carrying, 
has not. however, been; able to cope 
with the traffic^ andYhWsteamer Amur, 
a fl previously stated, has been put Into 
commission again to relieve the con-' 
gestion. She U one of the best carriers 
on the coast In her class, and can take 
an enormous quantity of all classes 
of freight. 

To-day the Amur took several hun¬ 
dred tons of merchandise to Vancouver. 
This freight was landed here by the 
Japanese liner Shlnamp Maru a few 
days ago, and could not be taken to 
the Mainland by the passengers. The 
Amur, after discharging at Vancouver, 
will return to the city and complete 
loeding for the west coast. On the lat¬ 
ter route the little steamer Tees, al¬ 
though a fairly large cargo carrier, has 
been quite unable to meet the demands 
of the north-bound freight traffic. It 
Is expected that the Princess Beatrice 
will shortly be taken off the northern 
British Columbia and Queen Charlotte 
Islands run and placed on the Seattle 
route, tho Amur taking her place.

"We met the revenue 
cutter Thetis at Icy Cape, and stayed 
with that boat for several days Tbeytj| 
wbre towing us near Seahorse Island In-' 
latitude 71 degrees, when the wind sud¬ 
denly changed to the northwest, and 
Within twelve hour* we were both fast I Ti¬ 
the Ice. The Thetis broke its rudder, and 
our stem was broken, while the boards 
were strained In several places. After 
the Thetis waa disable.i. the passengers 
and the mall were transferred to us on 
August fcth. near WaJnwrlght." 

Besides the Thetis and a few Whalers, 
the Volante is the only boat that went 
north to Point Barrow this rear, and so 
brings down the annual mall from the 
few white people who reside at that far 
northern cape.

BOLD BOWSER’S BLUFF. 


The efforts of Premier McBride to 
defend his pusillanimous course with 
respect to the disallowance by the 
Lieut.-Governor on his (the Premier’s) 
advice of Mr. Bowser’s so-called Natal 
Act having proved so weak and Inconse¬ 
quential. behold a greater man has 
sprung Into the limelight and roared 
a bold defiance to all who may have 
the hardihood to withstand him. The 
new champion is of course Hon. W. J. 
Bowser. K. C., Attorney-General, etc. 
In a characteristic note of bellgerence 
Mr. Bowser calls upon Mr. Templeman 
to produce a “single line from the Col¬ 
onial Office asking the Liberal govern¬ 
ment at Ottawa to dlsaljbw our Natal 
Acts,” In substantiation of the de¬ 
fiance quoted, the Attorney-General, 
according to the Colonist, proceeded to 
say: On July 20th, 1898. Joseph Cham¬ 
berlain. then Colonial Secretary, wrote 
Lord Aberdeen regarding certain leg¬ 
islation passed In British Columbia, In¬ 
cluding some Japanese legislation. With 
regard to the latter he stated that It 
was repugnant to Japan and that the 
Governor-General should not fall "to 
Impress upon them (meaning the Brit¬ 
ish Columbia parliament) the Import¬ 
ance If there Is any real prospect of a 
large influx of Japanese Into Canada, 
of dealing with It by legislation on the 
lines adopted In Australia.” For the 
benefit of all interested in the subject 
we shall quote In full the communica¬ 
tion from Right Hon. Joseph Chamber- 
lain to Lord Aberdeen to which Mr.. 
Bowser refers, it is as follows: 

“The Right Hon. J. Chamberlain to His 
Excellency the Governor-General. 

"Downing Street. 20th July. 1898. 

”My Lord,—I have the ronor to ac¬ 
knowledge the receipt of your dis¬ 
patches of the numbers and datea noted 
In the margin. In which rrflj forwarded 
copies of various communications re¬ 
ceived by you from the Japanese Con¬ 
sul for Canada respecting the anti- 
Japanese legislation recently passed by 
the legislature of British Columbia. 

“ 2 . I shall be glad If you will lose no 
time In transmitting, in accordance 
with the request contained In my tele¬ 
gram of the 18th June, copies of the 
Arts to which M. Shimizu takes ex¬ 
ception, together with the observations 
of your ministers thereon. 

“3. In the meantime I have to re¬ 
quest that you will Impress upon your 
ministers that restrictive legislation of 
the type of which the legislation in 
question appears to be Is extremely re¬ 
pugnant to the sentiments of the peo¬ 
ple and government of Japan, and you 
should not fail to Impress upon them the 
importance, if there Is

Cardinal Merry Del Val, the papal 
secretary of state, who Is at Castel 
Gandolfo. is In frequent telephonic 
communication with the Vatican, In¬ 
forming the Pope of the situation In 
various parts of Italy, while the gov¬ 
ernment in order to prevent the possi¬ 
bility of outrages, has caused the Vat¬ 
ican to be guarded night and day by 
troops.

! Ing to the harbor, with the Inflexible 
and the Penelope near by, her orders 
[ were to attack Fort Maxs and the 
[ western defences of Alexandria. She 
shelled these works with her four 25- 
ton heavy guns until, Fort Mexs,. the 
second strongest work defending Alex¬ 
andria, was •practically silenced. Then 
she was signalled to cease firing. Two 
hours later the Temeralre moved east¬ 
ward and Joined the Inflexible in the 
attack on the Pharos fort. That place 
In turn was completely silenced again 
next morning, the Temeralre. together 
with the Inflexible, attacked Fo*t Mon- 
chleff, which had during the night re¬ 
paired Its damages, but this fort also 
In turn speedily hoisted the white 
flag. The Temeralre’s men were later 
on with the Naval Brigade at the bat¬ 
tle of Tel-el-Keblr, and two years 
after that. In 1884, a detachment from 
the ship went up the Nile with the 
Khartoum Expedition, taking part at 
the battle of Abu Klea. 

After further service In the Chan¬ 
nel Squadron, and again In the Medit¬ 
erranean. the Temeralre returned from, 
her last sea-going commission In 1891, 
her captain being the gallant admiral 
who now commands at the Nore, Sir 
Gerard Noel.

CALGARY HUNGARIAN FLOUR 


One of the most learned antiquarians 
In the North of „ England. Mr. John 
Robert Boyle, has Just died In the Hull 
workhouse. 

What once promised to be a most 
brilliant career has ended under a 
heavy cloud. About two years ago Mr. 
Blrrell.drew attention to the fact that 
certain letters of Andrew Marvell, 
which the poet patriot had written to 
the Hull corporation, were being offered 
for sale In London. This led to the ar¬ 
rest and imprisonment of Mr. Boyle, 
who had been engaged for some years 
previously in translating the corpora¬ 
tion charters and arranging records. 

The sale of the Marvell letters was 
Mr. Boyle's downfall. Among the most 
valued treasures of Hull are a series 
of three hundred letters written by the 
poet, who represented the city in par¬ 
liament. In 1905 a Marvell letter was 
put up for sale at 8otheby>. and Mr. 
Blrreli, who was at that tiffie engaged 
in writing a life of Marvell, was at¬ 
tracted Into examining it. He was then 
convinced that It formed one of the 
series belonging to the Hull corpora¬ 
tion. 

On an examination being made, sev¬ 
eral letters were found to be missing, 
i together with some other relics. Mr. 
j Boyle, was convicted of the theft, and 
I sentenced to twelve months’ lard labor.

day cleaning some of them and pack¬ 
ing the rest away In the cold storage. 

The Terra Nova returned north short¬ 
ly afterwards and is expected down 
again to-morrow with another load. 

The St. Mungo cannery Company Is 
handling a lot of cohoes and dog sal¬ 
mon Just now. the run having been 
pretty good In the river during the 
present week. 

A meeting of the Fraser River Can- 
ners' Association was held In Vanoou- 
jftar on Wednesday, when the price 
jrpAld to fishermen for cohoes and dog 
salmon were discussed. Owing to the 
anxiety on the part of the cannery- 
men to get fish, the price of cohoes was 
gradually run up until 60 cents was 
reached. That price was paid by »ev- 
era| cannerymen on the river during 
the present week, notwithstanding it 
Is held by the packers that they are 
losing money at tha\ rate. An agree¬ 
ment was reached among the members 
of the association aftdr fully going Into 
the question that the^could not afford 
to pay more than 20 cents per fish, and 
the price was fixed at that figure, the 
new rate to take effect to-morrow.

Hon. A. M. Carlisle, managing director 
of the Hartand A Wolff Shlptojttftng 
Company, announced that his company 
has definitely decided to undertake the 
construction of a steamship designed 
for the trans-Atlantic service and to 
cross the ocean at a speed of thirty 
knots an hour. 

"Th^s vessed," said Mr. Carlisle, "is 
to be a steamship of about 14.000 tons 
register and amout 560 feet in length. 
She Is to have triple screws, two fixed 
as they are at preaelt on twlfl-screw 
vessels, the third In the rudder cavity, 
as In the ordinary single screw vessel. 
The two outside screws are to be driven 
with quadruple-expansion engines of 
the Harland A Wolff balanced type, and 
working up to a pressure of about 230 
pounds to the square inch. The cen¬ 
tral screw will be operated by a turbine 
engine. 

"In a few years’ time, steam propul¬ 
sion may be a thing of the past, but, 
as matters rest to-day, there lif much 
scope for further development. With 
a Judicious combination of turbines and 
compensating engines, the construction’ 
of a vessel that can cross the Atlan¬ 
tic at thirty knots an hour Is easily 
practicable. 

"At any rate, we mean to demon¬ 
strate with one of the nine new liners 
which are to be built for the trans- 
Atlantic service.” 

These nine ships are to be built for 
the International Mercantile Company. 
Two are already lad down In the Bel¬ 
fast yards, and the first of these for 
the Canadian trade will be launched 
■next spring. It is on this ship that 
the new method of propulsion Will be 
tested

Any even numbered section of Domin¬ 
ion Lends In Manitoba dr the Northwest 
Provinces, excepting 8 and 2*. not reserv¬ 
ed. may be homesteaded by any person 
the aole head of a family, or male over II 
years of age. to the extent of one-quarter 
section, of 160 acres, more or less. 

Application for homestead entry most 
be made In person by the apoltcant at the 
oAee of the local Aj»nt or Sub-Agent. 
Entry by proxy may, however, be made 
on certain conditions by tne father, 
mother, son. daughter, brother, or sister 
of an intending homesteader. 

An application for entry or Inspection 
made person^ly at any Sub-Agent’s office 
may be wired to the looal agent by the 
Sub-Agent, at the expense of tne appli¬ 
cant. and If tne land applied for la vacant 
on receipt of the telegram such applica¬ 
tion la to have priority and tha land will 
be held until the necessary papers to com¬ 
plete the transaction are received by malL 

In case of "personation” the entry will 
be aummarilv cancelled and the applicant 
will forfeit ah priority of claim.' 

An application for inspection must be 
made In person. The applicant must be 
eligible fqr homestead entrv. and only one 
application ror Inspection will be received 
from an Individual until that application 
ha* been disposed of. 

A homesteader whose sntry is In good 
standing and not liable to cancellation, 
may. subject to approval of Department, 
relinquish It In favor of father, mother, 
son. daughter, brother or sister. If eligi¬ 
ble. but to no one else, on filing dselara- 
ttouof abandonment. .

If the receiver of the letter would send 
enough money to secure the prisoner’s 
release. In gratitude, and always provid¬ 
ing expenses were paid, he would pro¬ 
ceed to secure the treasure and share It 
with his benefactor. 

From documents found In possession of 
the prisoners taken recently, it Is shown 
that during the last fifteen months they 
had netted no less than $70,080 from dupes 
In various countries. It Is believed there 
Is yet another gang working the swindle 
on similar lines.

Look Up This Offering 


Winnipeg, Sept. 19.—The business of 
the Trades and Labor congress to-day 
was discussing a resolution to ar¬ 
range for sending an agent to the Bri¬ 
tish Isles to counteract misrepresen¬ 
tations regarding the conditions of 
labor in Canada. The speakers denied 
having any objection to the immigra¬ 
tion of satisfactory workmen. 

S. L. Landers made a statement that 
organised labor was not opposed \ to 
immigration, but was opposed to mis¬ 
representation. This convention, he 
said, would like the press to state that 
this congress of organized labor Is not 
opposed to the reasonable, healthy im¬ 
migration of agricultural and needed 
workers. 

A discussion arose over the supply 
of workmen brought to this country by 
the Salvation Army, who are subsidiz¬ 
ed by the Canadian government and by 
the British government.

Delegate Anderson stated that nego¬ 
tiations were In progress between the 
Salvation Army and the Dominion gov¬ 
ernment for the grant of 250.000 acres 
to the Salvation Army immigrants. He 
said that 14.000 of these assisted Im¬ 
migrants had come under these condi¬ 
tions. and they had been given a bonus 
of $6 by the Dominion government. 
General Booth Is now on the ocean on 
his way here'to close the deal with 
the Dominion government for the land 
grant. 

8. L. Landers proposed the appoint¬ 
ment of a committee to consider the 
relations of the congress with the 
Canadian Society of Equity which was 
agreed to, and the following were ap¬ 
pointed delegates: Landers, Petti bone. 
Albert, Kent and Owens. 

J. P. Gardiner. Toronto, saying there 
were 200 moulders out of work in To¬ 
ronto, spoke in favor of sending an 
agent to England. A Relegate told of 
four surgical Instrument makers who 
were wheeling bricks in Winnipeg.

OUTPUT OF COAL 

Miners at Convention Oppose Any Re¬ 
striction In Amount. 

Snlsburg. Australia. Sept. 1».-At to- 
•<••>!on Of the Infrn.llon.l con- 
gross of miners a resolution was passed 
opposing any restriction of the output of 
coal, the American and British delegates 
voting with the majority. 


Toronto, 8cpt. 19.—Sir Daniel Morris, 
imperial commissioner of agriculture In 
the West Indies, addressed the board 
of trade yesterday on the trade rela 
lions which exist, and which it la 
hoped will hereafter exist between 
Canada and the sister colony. R. C. 
Steele, president of the board, . intro¬ 
duced the speaker. 

"Canada's trade relations with the 
West Indies," declared Sir Daniel, "are 
not equuble. Thanks to the preferential 
tariff policy and the surtax placed 
upon the importation by the German 
sugar growers, the West Indies are able 
to sell to the Dominion directly 78 per 
cent, of the sugar she yearly consumes, 
and Indirectly through the English re¬ 
fineries 10 per cent. more. Canada must 
advertise. In all my travelling through 
the country I represent I seldom or 
never meet a Canadian commercial 
traveller, but I meet American druyi- 
mers In plenty. Of all the literature. I 
am informed Canada circulates about 
the Empire, only a meagre few 
phamphlets ever stray Into Jamaica or 
Barbadoes. 

"It was a much hoped for thing,'* de¬ 
clared the speaker, "that the present 
twelve-day steamship service between 
Halifax and the Indies should be made 
weekly. Canada should obtain reci¬ 
procity with the Indies, and this would 
come shortly with the increase In sugar 
Importations, but first and foremost the 
Dominion should send one of her good 
hard-headed business men as a roving 
commissioner to her tropical sister 
colony to 'talk' Canada and spread In¬ 
formation about her throughout the 
country."
